T7iere is a story still remembered In 
amir circles In Washington of the in­ 
vasion of the Sioux Indians, which has 
mused the present lawsuit. The story 
brines up a picture of Red Ctoud. the 
£T**»t Sioux chieftain, whose name i« 
su■.’■costive of the warrior and which 
had In the old days a red significance.. 
tn the times that are gone Red Cloud, 
with his warriors, swept the settle­ 
ments nnd gave battle to the soldiers, 
not always giving heed to the odds that 
ini’rht he against him. 
The Sioux always have claimed that 
recompense should he made to them 
for the taking of their land by the 
whitps before It had been reded or any 
treaty negotiations had been begun. 
Sioux Gave Whites Warning. 
Almost immediately after the Civil 
war Fted Cloud, the Sioux, met in bat­ 
tle (he field-tlrcvi heroes of that con­ 
flict nnd they found in him a foe 
worthy of their courage and skill. 
Mineral wealth had been discovered 
in Montana. 
The rush of prospectors 
nnd settlers made ft necessary for the 
government to begin the erection of 
military posts along the trnII leading 
oTcr the prairies to the mines. 
On the trail to the Powder river 
was built Fort Phil Kearney. 
While 
the troops which were ordered to the 
rew post werr on the march overland 
a scout cnme riding Into the column 
as If he had death at his heels. 
Col­ 
onel Fettenrmn was in Command, and 
after a hurried talk with the scout the 
two rode forward, leaving the column 
at a halt. 
f 
Officer and scout skirted a patch of 
timber nnd cam e to the banks of a 
small prairie stream from which the 
view was unbroken for miles. 
To the 
front at a distance of about 400 yards 
they «aw n solitary Sioux 
warrior 
standing on a littie hillock with his 
spear thrust into the ground at his 
aide, while from the end of the weap­ 
on's handle fluttered a hit of colored 
cloth. 
That Sioux warrior solitary on the 
plain with the bit of colored cloth at­ 
tached to the hand'e of his spear sup­ 
plies one of the chief bases for the 
suit of $700,000.000. 
It needed hut little frontier knowl­ 
edge on the part of Colonel Feftertnan 
and the scout to make the interpreta­ 
tion of that signal easy. 
It was the 
Sioux sign of warning that there must 
he no trespassing on the lands o\er 
which they held 
dominion and for 
which no negotiations for ceding had 
been begun. 
Red (’loud, the chief, had 
ordered the warrior to display what 
was at once a notice and a menace, 
and later he took a terrible venglance 
because his warning had been spurned. 
Red Cloud'« Vengeance. 
Colonel Fetterrnnn rode back to ids 
command knowing well what the sig­ 
nal of the planted spear and the flut­ 
tering pennant meant, but he was un­ 
der orders from the W ar department 
and. soldier like, he was determined 
to disregard the Sioux signal. 
He 
T»u«hed on hard witli hi« men. 
The 
Indian sentinel had vanished, hut he 
had left his spear with Its pennaut to 
stand as a forbidding sign. 
Not an­ 
other Sioux was seen on the march to 
the new post, but the scouts knew that 
Red Cloud wa* not far off aud wai 
hiding his time. 
Not long after the occupation of the 
fort a detail of soldier« was sent.out 
to cut and to bring In needed timber. 
The detail found Itself surrounded by 
Sioux Indians. A courier broke through 
the encirgllng line and reached the 
post. Colonel Fettertnan rode out with 
a part of his detachment to the res­ 
pite of his timber-cutting party, but he 
couponed to leave a greater part 
of his force at the fort to protect the 
women and children. 
Fntterman and his «mail command 
reaehed the wood-cutting party. 
The 
m-osac swarmed to the attack and not 
ooa officer or man of that aotdler out­ 
fit w a n e d death.
